To buy Victory bonds is a duty every 
civilian who can do 80 owes to the men in 
our armed forces. It is a duty to the na- 
tion which is fighting to protect his life, 
property and civil liberties. It is a duty to 
our Allies, some of which are depending 
upon Canada to supply them with the tools 
and the food they cannot produce for 
themselves. But no less it is a duty which 
the individual owes to himself and’ to his 
dependents.

A few days ago Charles M. Schwab died 
in debt. He was once the owner of $450,- 
000,000. He should have put some of that 
money in Government bonds and put these 
resolutely aside as a last resort. No per- 
son in Edmonton will ever be as wealthy as 
Schwab, or have as much right to suppose 
that he wil] never reach the end of his re- 
sources. Rich or poor, the sensible thing 
to do is to buy as many Victory bonds as 
one can, and hold them as a defence 
against want and the fear of want.

If and as Necessary 


“The time has arrived when all men of 
military age, still employed in  non- 
essential lines of work, must be transfer- 
red to employment where their services 
will tell directly in the war effort.” The 
Minister of Labor thus indicated the policy 
behind changes in the Selective Service 
regulations. These provide that when men 
called up for military training are found 
to be medically unfit, they may be trans- 
ferred from their present occupations to 
more essential ones, including farm work. 
The changes make possible also orders 
which would forbid employers to retain in 
non-essential employment men of military 
age who have not yet been calied for train- 
ing, when these are needed in war and 
other vital production. 

This is another step on the road to 
compulsory readjustment of the labor sup- 
ply to meet war needs. How rapidly fur- 
ther steps will follow, circumstances must 
determine. A wholesale and summary 
shuffling of labor plainly is not contem- 
plated. Such changing about as may be 
necessary will be done as and when the 
need arises. This gradual alignment will 
not of course suit those who have been 
calling lustily for Hitler methods, nor those 
at the other extreme who insist that com- 
plete freedom of choice of employment 
must be left to civilians even in wartime.

And Mine

There is no doubt but that the 
problem of working, or of stay- 
ing home to take care of one’s 


child or children, is one which can 
only be answered Individually, as 
each case is different. But, since 
the question was posed to me !

J 
have worried but what can I do now 
with a 15-months-old baby’?

SOMEWHERE IN ENGLAND, 
April 27—(CP. Cable) -Maj. Gen 
G. G. Simonds, newly appointed 
to the command of a division of 
the Canadian army in Britain, re 
vealed today that he had spent 
13 days with the British 8th Army 
in Tunisia during the Wadi Akarit 
battle, which followed the smash 
ing of the Mareth line in South- 
ern Tunisia. 
Gen. Simonds
